■ the. winter Instead of wintering tnem 
on their farms but the time has now 
eom« whan a doable team ii neoaaaary 
on the farm and it is therefore expect- 
ed that work animals will be in keen 
demand. 

Arrangements have been made by 
the Chamber of Commerce committee 
in charge of the stock gales to have a 
goodly number of such animals here 
for sale. Quite a number of tarbiers 
will have young stoek whioh should 
be broken this year for aale besides 
the old work horses and mules. One 
Washington farmer will have twenty- 
flre head of good work mules for sale 
and others will bring In good droves 
of these animals. 

It is not expected that there will be 
sueh a brisk businesB in cattle but the 
horse and mule pen will certainly be 
filled and there will certainly be a 
large number of farmers in the city.

Council committee on Health has 
prepared a new ordinance to offer at 
the next regular meeting of the City 
Council on next Monday night Incraaa- 
Ing tha annual salary of tha Health 
Offlcer from t«0 par year to |M0 par 
year. 

For several years it has been the 
plan of the city council to pay some 
piiysician sixty dollars per year to 
look after the epidemic conditions in 
the city In oonnaotion with his regu- 
lar praotloa but upon the county em- 
ploying a full time health offlcer that 
olBcer was also elected city health of- 
flcer and the same salary continued. 

It Is pointed out by those favoring 
the increase in salary bill that the 
city haa apent mora than tSOO a year 
for physlciana .outaide of the Health 
Offloer's salary to d« work that should 
be done by the CUr Health Offlcer and 
they propose to increase the salary to 
mo and let the elected Health OfBter 
look after the affairs of the city's 
Health Board by himself and without 
employment of other physicians wor 
whose serrlees In the put the city has 
been oompelled to pay.

will be negligible as compared with 
the present great annua] losses — estl- 
inatod to have been $212,000,000 In the' 
single^ year 1914. 

The campalgna for increased pro- 
duction have yielded especially fruit- 
ful results with regard to pigs and 
poultry. Indications are that the in- 
crease of 15 per cent In pork produc- 
tion for liil8 over 1917, as asked for 
L>y the Food Administration, has been 
realized, at least In weight If not In 
number ot hogs. Poultry also shows 
a material Inorease, and enormous 
quantities ot eggs have been pre- 
erved by householders In the season 
cf plenty for use in time of scarcity. 
lOfforts have been made also to main- 
tain and increase the output of dairy 
produota by means of more and better 
cowa, better methods and practices, 
and the eitension of the industry. 

After describing how American 
bankers and business men aided In 
stamping out the Infection of foot- 
and-mouth dtoease in 1914— tht most 
serious and extensive that has occur- 
red In this country— Dr. Mohler gave 
attention to the campalgna in which 
ihe bureau is now engaged. 

"The most striking example of what 
haa bees and what nay be aocom- 
pllahad In the ayatematlc stamptag out 
of animal diseases is the campaign for 
the eradication of the southern cattle 
ticks", he said. In a little more than 
10 years the area infested by these 
parasites has been reduced from 728,- 
m to 270,0M aqnaro milee, the area 
freed IMi aatanntiag tn iUr 
2U sqare milee, or IS per cent of the 
wliole. Ticks are charged with direct 
losses calculated at 140.000.000 an- 
nually and with far greater Indirect 
loases The success of this work, said 
Dr. Mohler, not only stops the losses 
caused tr the tlekli, tot saablsa ths 
country to ineraaae and ealead the 
cattle Industry, with Increased pro- 
duction of meat and dairy products 
and with great benefit to general agri- 
raHore.

The Kentucky Council of Defenee 
wishes to keep before the public the 
historlodl work wUtih Is now being 
done under ito iuperrliloB, In erary 
county in the itate, and to aek tha ae- 
slstance of erary peraon who haa a 
relative in the service. 

County Historians have been ap- 
pointed in practloal)y every eounty 
In the ateto. Tho ilnt work which 
thay are uadertaklag la to gat a reoord 
on a war record aheet. These sheets 
will contain the name and address of 
the soldier, the name and address of 
his parents, his age, the camp where 
be received his first training, military 
addraaa, promottos, euualttea, etc. 

It la said that the reoord ot each 
man In the Civil War waa not obtained 
until a few years .ago. But, If the rel- 
atives of Boldiers will lend their aid 
now, wbili' iiiformatiim can bo easily 
obtained, the records of each man in 
the aervice from Kantueky can be 
made within a few montha. 

These records, when completed will 
be hound in permanent form and made 
a part of the records of the county. 

It recently came to the attention of 
the Kentucky Council of Defense that 
Kentucky boy has given his life In 
the performance of a most heroic act, 
for which he has been awarded the 
Dlatlngulahed Service Croas after his 
deathi and that there was no perma 
nent record of this award In his coun- 
ty, and that his parents had destroyed 
all letters they bad received from the 
Government, not understendini; the 
nature and value ot the lettera. 

Ii\>rtunatoly, the Stote Council had 
a record of this award of the Dlstln 
gulshed Service Cross and the dtetlon 
which reads as follows: 

Private displayed great courage 

and coolness under a heavy barrage 
when he unhesitetingly went forward 
to destroy wire entenglemente and 
continued thla extremely haaardous 
work until killed. 

This Information has been furnished 
to the Historian of ibis boy's county 
and his name and record, together 
with this citation Cor bravery will be 
made a part of the permanent recorda 
of the' county. 

The County Hiatorlan of thla county 
wants the name, addresi and military 
rroord of evory person In I bo aervice 
from the county with a statement of 
cRsiiaitios. promotions, newspaper ar- 
ticles, etc. 

If yon want the record of yoiir sol 
dier boy to be puhliahed in the records 
of your county go at once to the His- 
torian of yonr comity and got a war 
record blank, fill It out and return it 
to the Historian. This appeal Is di- 
rected particularly to the mothers and 
sisters ot aoldlera. 

Do not atop here. Give part of your 
time to the County Historian and as- 
sist him in getting Information as to 
the soldiers In your part of the coun- 
ty. 

Soldiers now returning from the 
army are urgently requested to call on 
the County Hlstorlah. fill out a blank 
tor themaelvea, and urge other return- 
ing Boldlera to Ul Uaaka and thus 
aid the County Historian. 

Now let us get a record of every 
person who •entered the service from 
Mason county. War record blanks 
may be obtained at the Chamber of 
CoaiAeroe.
